for governor. " 

All three constitutional! amendments 
were ratified, very little opposition de- 
veloping against either amendment. 

Cobb, the home couniy of Governor 
Brown, was earried by Mr. Smith by a 
majority of 646, although Governor 
Brown carred seven precincts. At Ma- 
rietta, Governor Brown’s home, Smith 
received 557 votes and Brown 212. 

MeDuffie Goes for Smith. 

McDuffie, the home county of Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson, who led the fight 
on Hoke Smith, and who from the 
stump in several counties of the state 
urged the election of Governor Brown, 
gaive Hoke Smith 300 votes and Brown 
150.

Ga., to separate from her second hus- 
band, M. V. Bagwell, and to file suit 
for divorce and permanent alimony 
from William F. Bowers, which she 
has done through Attorneys Lawton 
Nally, of Atlanta, and C. P, Harris, of 
Elberton, in Elbert superior court. 

Year after year Mrs. Bowers waited 
to hear from the husband who left ‘ther 
March 4, 1895, and went to Tennessee. 
From there he wrote her for a time, 
but after a few months disappeared, 
ceased to ‘write and became lost to 
her altogether. 

For thirteen years she waited, using 
every possible means to ascertain 
whether he was still alive or what 
had become of him, but she could get 
no word. The separation came, her 
petition states, following a marriéd

TO SAVE NEGRU 


Soldiers Are on Guard 
at Montgomery Jail. 


And Streets of City Are Being 
Patrolled — Authorities Are 
Resolved to Prevent Lynching 
of Negro Who Shot Two Of- 


ficers. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 5.—Armed 
soldiers with fixed bayonets are pa- 
trolling the streets of Montgomery 
contiguous to the jail, and a heavily 
armed posse of deputies is inside the 
jail, guarding John Adams, a negro, 
who this afternoon shot and killed 
Patrolman T. W. Berry and seriously 
wounded Offieer L. A. Ellington. 

On the streets away from the pa- 
trolled district are gathered crowds of 
men discussing the assassination of 
the officer: but they lack leadership, 
and it is not believed that any attempt 
will be made to rush the jail tonight. 

In the event there is, two other com- 
panies, now sleeping on their arms at 
the armory, will be instantly called out, 


and the instructions to all the soldiers 
and deputies are to shoot at the first 
movement on the jail. 

Adams was shot through the lung by 
Officer Ellington after he had shot the 
officer, the latter having to use his 
left hand to handle his gun. Adams is 
supposed to be dying. 

The officers went to his home to ar- 
rest him on a warrant charging larceny 
of funds belonging to a negro lodge. 

The negro was removed from the city 
prison, where he was first carried, at 
sunset this evening, in order that pro- 
tection from mob violence might be 
assured. Immediately upon having the 
negro placed in his charge, Sheriff 
Horace Hood issued a call for the 
militia, with the result that all avenues 
to the jail are shut off.

After Shooting Two Men, Sum- 
merlin Barricaded Self in 
House and Defied Military 
Company—When Soldiers 
Charged. He Suicided. 


_ Ocala, Fila, Oetober §.—After tataiiy| 
wounding Deputy Sheriff Hudson and | 


ex-Sheriff Gorfion at his home in the 
suburbs of Ocala, William Summerlin 
placed the muzzle of a Winchester | 
rifle in his mouth and blew his head’ 
off. / 

For three hours Summerlin was bar- 
ricaded in his house, where he suc- 
cessfuly resisted the efforts of mem- 
bers of the police department and 
sheriff's deputies to arrest him. Fir- 
ing on every person in sight, it was 
finally decided by the officials to call 
out the Ocala Rifles and surround the 
house. This was done, and shortly 
after nightfall the cordon closed in, 
the door was broken down and Sum- 
merlin’s body was found lying on the 
floor with half his head blown off. 

Early in the afternoon Deputy 
Sheriff Hudson went to Summerlin’s 
home to serve a warrant for some 
minor offense. Summerlin warned the 
officer jot to come into his yard, and 
when Hudson started in he was shot 
down. Ex-Sheriff Gordon, hearing the 
shot, went to the assistance of Hud- 
son. While bending over thé pros- 
trate form of the deputy, Gordon was 
shot down, the bullet inflicting a’ 
fatal wound. Seeing the two men ly- 
ing prostrate, Summerlin left the 
house and secured the rifle carried by 
Deputy Hudson. Barricading himself, 
ne offered stubborn resistance to all 
who attempted his arrest. 

A large crowd quickly gathered 
around the house, keeping a safe dis- 
tance, as Summerlin fired at everyone 
in sight. A guard was thrown around 
the house and several volleys were 
poured into it. Shortly after nightfall 
a concerted movement was made to 
capture Summerlin. A rush was made 
for the door. It was quickly battered 
in. Inside the body of Summerlin was 
found weltering in a pool of his blood. 
He had placed the muzzle of the rifle 
in his mouth and fired. 

The wounded officers were hurried 
to a local hospital, where an examina- 
tion was made, and their condition 
pronounced as critical.

Marshal B. H. Williams Shot 
Down in His Own Hom: by 
F, A. Thomas While Lending 
Aid to Wife of Thomas. 
‘Thomas Had Been Drinking. 


Folkston, Ga., October 5.—(Special.) 
Town Marshal B. H. Williams was 
shot and instantly killed this morning 
at 12:30 o’elock by F. A. Thomas, @ 
blacksmith. 

Thomas had been drinking heavily 
for several days, it is said, and on 
vesterday had some trouble with his 
family. 

Marshal Williams made a_ case 
against Thomas and summoned him 
to appear in the mayor’s court this 
morning. | 

Thomas continued drinking, it is al- 
leged, and drove his wife away from 
home. She went to Marshal Williams’ 
house to spend the night. 

About midnight Thomas 
Williams’ house and called his wife, 
telling her that her father had been 
Killed and that he wanted to take her 
to see him. She refused to go, teiling 
him to wait until morning, and then 
she would go with him. 

Thomas Fires on Wife. 

Thomas then raised his gun and 
fired toward the house, presumably 
shooting at his wife. The load of 
shot, about No. 8 bird shot, struck 
the side of the house, about three feet 
from the front door, where Williams 
was standing. 

Williams then fired at Thomas three 
shots with a pistol, but neither shot 
took effect. Thomas fired the second 
barrel of his gun, which was loaded 
with buckshot, at Williams, who stood 
in the front door of his home, killing 
him with ten shot in the right side. | 
Williams never spoke and was dead 
in thirty minutes. 

Thomas Lodged in Jail.

Rome, Ga. October 5.—(Special.)— 
For serving beer with a chicken sup- 
per, Mrs. J. M. Normen was found 
guilty in Floyd city court today and 
will be sentenced by Judge Nunnally 
Thursday mornitig. The case, while 
trivial in itself, is of state-wide in- 
terest, tn that it brings up for the 
first time since the Georgia prohibi- 
tion law was passed the question as 
to serving imtoxicants at a hotel or 
restaurant as a part of the menu.

Southern Aumainthien Good 
Roads Association in Conven- 
tion at Knoxville—President 


Pratt Urges Movement Be. 


Taken Out of Politics. 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 5.—With 
Joseph Hyde Pratt, state geologist of 
North Carolina, presiding, the second 
annual meeting of the Southern Appa- 
lachian Good Roads Association began 
at the Appalachign exposition audi- 
torium today, and will continue its ses- 
sions through tomorrow: 

The four hundred delegates present, 
representing every, state of thg the as- 
sociation, were welcomed to Knoxville 
and the exposition by Colonel L. D. 
Tyson, of Knoxville, on behalf of the 
state; by Mayor &. G. Heiskell, on be- 
half of the city, and by President W. 
J, Oliver, on behalf of the exposition. 

President Oliver, who has been a 
practical road-builder since he was 16 
years of age, took occasion to call at- 
tention to the great waste of public 
money which arises*from placing con- 
tracts in the hands of people not able 
to execute them economically. He 
knew of where thousands of dollars 
had been misspent, he said, through 
corruption and intriguing contractors. 

Take It Out of Politics: 

President Pratt, commenting on Mr. 
Oliver’s remarks, said that there were 
two principal points which Mr. Oliver 
had made. One is’ that road-building 
must be taken out of politics, and the 
other, that competent management of 
roads in building is a Necessity, and 
should be provided for by the choice 
and creation of an official by the state 
to have charge. 

President Pratt introduced Hon. Au- 
gustus E. Willson, governor of Ken- 
tucky, who said in part: 

“T’d rather have a part in bringing 
about the success of good roads and 
good schools than to have any other 
record attached to my name, with the 
exception of being known as a good 
preacher. We had, many years ago, a 
large system of public conveniences 
and roads in Kentucky, in great part 
the result of the energy of Henry 
Clay. But politics got to be of so 
much more tmportance, that there are 
but few remnants of the road system ; 
left. We have secured a constitutional | 
amendment which provided for an im- | 
proved road system, and, while others 
may be ahead of us now, it will not be 
for long.” 

Good Roads Make Good People. 

He reviewed the growth of the good 
roads movement, and stated that good 
roads make a living people, a reading 
people, and a thinkine people. He 
closed with the declaratioWWeat good 
roads mean the real development of 
property values, and expressed the be- 
lief that the movement will never be 
backward. 

State Senator Bosworth, of Kentucky, 
told in detail of what the good roads 
association of that state is doing. 

President T. J. Hale, of the East 
Tennessee Good Roads Association. re- 
viewed the work ‘of his organization. 
President Pratt spoke for North Caro- 
lina, and he was followed by Dr. C. P. 
Ambler, of Asheville, N. C., who to'd 
of what was being done in Buncomb 
county. The morning session closed 
with the idea uppermost that the sal- 
vation of the movement is the organ- 
ization of county associations. 

Unique Paper by Holmes. 

One of the unique papers of the aft- 
ernoon was that of J. S. Holmes, for- 
ester of North Carolina, in which he 
told of the increased profit in lumber- 
ing under the development of available 
roads for hauling to shipping points. 

S. W. McCallie, state geologist of 
Georgia, told how his state has, to the 
great satisfaction of all interested, pro- 
rated 4,500 convicts to the counties of 
the state for roadwork. He declared 
the new system to be a long step in 
advance of what has prevailed, while 
it is resulting in the construction of 
12 miles daily of magnificent high- 
ways. 

W. L.. Spoon, highway engineer of 
North Carolina, depicted methods and 
results of chaingangs on the highways 
of that state. Convicts, who were first 
practically worthless, had regained 


road-building. Tomorrow's sessions will 
be filled with discussions.

PROGRESS OF GOOD ROADS 
REVIEWED BY DR. M’CALLIE 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Dr. 8S. W. McCallie, state geol- 
ogist of Georgia, in an addre:s before 
the Southern Appalachian Good Roads 
Association today, reviewed the splen- 
did progress made by Georgia in road 
building since the state’s convicts 
were put on the road. 

He discussed the new convict sys- 
tem of the state very dispassionately 
and said that there were evils and 
shortcomings yet to be overcom: but 
that the system had worked for good. 

In pointing out the defects in tue 
present system, he said: 

“As the system is now operated the 
state does not actually work its con- 
victs on its public roads, neither does 
it have anything whatever to say as 
to the class of roads to be constructed 


and maintained. The state acts mere- 
ly as a distributing agent, a discipli- 
narian, and a care-taker of the cone 
victs. The individual counties, them- 
selves, are the actual road builders. 
As a result of this plan of road i.a- 
provement, there is no uniform sys- 
tem of road building throughout the 
State, each county improves- such 
roads and in such a manner as best 
suits its own conditions, r-gardless 
of the needs of the adjoining coun- 
ties, or of the needs of the state ag 
a whole. 
“Furthermore, many of the counties 
of the state seem to be maintaining 
too small a convict fgrce to make it 
profitable. They apparently overloo« 


the fact that the cost of maintaining. 


a large camp is proportionately less 


than the cost of maintaining a small | 


camp.”

It was on one 
of these trips, about “three years ago, 
that I met Mr. Roosevelt. — 

I had gone from New York to Wash- 
ington, hoping to find there someone 
who would help me in our great need. 
The school’s treasury was empty, and 
I knew that we were.obliged to have 
money at once to pay our debts: I had 
no friends in Washington who could 
help me, and for days I sought in vain 
for “assistance. Finally, almost in de- 
spair, I resolved to seek the aid of the 
president. I knew that I could not gain 
an audience alone, so I telegraphed to 
an influential friend in New York, told 
him my situation and asked if he would 
not try to arrange an interview for me 
with President Roosevelt. He did so. 

When I arrived at the white house. 
I-found the reception room full of men 
waiting for a chance to speak to the 
president; but I gent my card in, and 
soon he came out, and, seeing my 
chance, I arose. He greeted me cor- 
dially, and asked me into his private 
office. I immediately started in to tell 
him of the school and show him the 
pictures of the boys. I could see that 
the story of my struggle and the strug- 
gle which many of the boys were mak- 
ing appealed to him. He had granted 
me but a few minutes, and I was re- 
solved to make the best of those pre- 
cious few minutes. Presently Secretary 
Loeb came to the door to announce 
that Senator So-and-So was waiting. 
“Let him wait,” the president respond- 
ed; “this school is the feal thing, and 
IT must know more about it.” Again 
and again the secrécary would remind 
the president of this or that prominent 
man who was waiting, but for half an 
hour he listened to my story. Finally 
he said: “Miss Berry, 1 want Mrs. 
Roosevelt to hear this. We cannot give

All after that is a blank, as I remem- 
ber only how eagerly I tried to make 
those people see and feei the thing as 
I knew it. After dinner I got a chance 
to talk with some of the guests. When 
the time came for us to leavé and 
the servant at the door asked whether 
he should call my carriage, I told him 
that I had left it at the corner, and 
walked out alone and took the ear 
again to the boarding house where I 
was staying. 

Later, nearly al! the guests sent con- 
tributions to the school, and some of 
them have become our good and con- 
stant friends. 

This is the story of how Mr. Roose- 
velt became interested in our school. 
Both he and, Mrs. Roosevelt contribute 
a sustaining scholarship.

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GEORGIA CORN AND COTTON 
WORTH $200,000,000 TO STATE 


The report just issued by the com- 
missioner of agriculture on commercial 
fertilizers and chemicals inspected and 
analyzed in the state up to September 
1 last shows that the value of two 
yeorgia crops—cotton ‘and corn-— 
amounted to $ 200,000,000. To this 
should be added another $30,000,009 for 
smal] grain, sugarcane, berries, melons, 
fruits. 

During the season ending September 
1 last, fertilizer tags were issued for 
1,022,048 tons of fertilizers and _ for 
91,152 tons of cotton seed meal. For 
the season of 1908-9 tags were issued 
for 807,832 tons of fertilizers and 103,- 
532.tons of meal. ( 

The number of brands of fertilizers 


inspected by State Chemist R. E. \Stal- 
lings and his assistants was 3,800. This 
is a larger number of inspections and 
analyses than were performed in any 
two other southern states, and, with 
some exceptions, in any three. 

In this report, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture Hudson says the money value 
of the cotton crop for 1909, according 
to the ggvernment report, reached the 
splendid total of $148,040,000, of which 
amount $125,770,000 came from the lint 
and $22,270,000 from the cotton seed. 
The value of the entire cotton crop of 
the eleven cotton producing states was 
$812,0490,000. Georgia's was worth 
nearly one-fifth of that of the entire 
crop of the cotton states.

New York, October §.—The selling of 
stocks, which turned prices downward 
today, represented, in part, the, feeling 
of contentment over the extent of the 

achieved and the 
profits accrued, and in part a misgiv- 
ing over the adequacy of ferces to ac- 
complish further advances. Evidence 
that the newly-awakened demand for 
bonds, which was being harmed by the 
action of the stock market, was a 
potent factor in checking the organized 
efforts to further the rise in stocks. 
Light is thrown on the revival in the 
bond market, as well as en the events 
that preceded it, by the statistics of 
new capital issues, which have been 
made up by The Journai of Commerce. 
For the third quarter of the present 
year just ended this compilation shows 
new issues of a par value of $194,465,- 
000. This compares with $417,147,000 in 
the second quarter and $612,282,000 in 
the first quarter, making an aggregate 
for the first halt year far beyond any 
precedent in the history of the New 
York money market. Moreover, that 
prodigious senii-annual output was a 
culmination of a flood of issues for the 
preceding year, which reached a tota) 
of $1,.681,620,680. The slowing down in 
the output shown by the third quarter 
of the present year was closely paral- 
lelea meg owr Lonéon or haga gy - 
Similar heavy comgestion o ew se- 
curities resulted from the first haif 
year’s output.

ment of drastic prohibition laws in 
Cordele.

The election, however, developed 
many interesting features. In~Chat- 
ham county, a Brown stronghold in the 
election of 1908 and also in the Au- 
gust primary, the party’s nominee re- 
ceived 1,075; C. O. Brown, the socialist 
candidate 14, and Joseph M. Brown 7. 
the socialist ticket in the three larg- 
est counties of the state—Fulton, 
Chatham and Richmond—received a 
total vote of 43. In Bibb, a Brown 
stronghold, Smith received practically 
the entire vote. 

In Banks, Carroll, Paulding, Lau- 
rens, Haralson and Jackson counties, 
Governor Brown received a heavy 
vote, Now. a vote was cast for’ Brown 
in Coffee, Telfair, Fannin and Dodge. 
In Muscogee, Smith received 800 voies, 
C. O. Brown, the socialist, 43, and Jo- 
seph M. Brown 3. : 

In Fulton county tthe consolidated 
figures show that Hoke Smith received 
4,945 votes; Joseph M. Brown, 1,041, 
and 95 ballots were scratched or mark- 
ed for C. O. Brown, the socialist candi- 
date for governor. 


The Amendments. 


The most important of the amend- 
ments was that looking to the estab- 
lishment of county high schools as a 
link between the elementary schools 
now conducted and the state institu- 
tions of higher learning. Under the 
new amendment, counties wil! be per- 
mitted, by local tax levies, to support 
county high schools, as well as city 
high schools. 

The other amendments ratified on 
yesterday allow Augusta to issue 
bonds in excess of the constitutional 
limit, so as to carry on public works 
to protect the city from devastating 
floods, and to permit the counties of 
Fulton, Richmond and Chatham to 
supplement the salaries of the supe- 
rior. court judges serving in those 
counties. The state pays these judges 
$3,000 a year, and the new amendment 
is to make legal the payments of $2,000 
a year, formerly received from the 
county treasuries until the plan was 
held illegal by the supreme court.
